Tacoma Democrat, hoping to leave 
within two -weeks for the-national 
capital. 


But he had not -been in robust 


health since he underwent a series 
of operations three years ago and 
the ardor of the campaign aggravat- 
ed a heart affliction of long stand- 
ing. He died quietly at 2 a. m. with 
his son .and 
daughter—Harry B.

He was born in Bethany, ill., Oct. 


9, 1863, and was graduated from 
Southern Illinois.college in 1886 and 
admitted to the -bar in that state.

' Washington—Efforts to revive the 
sales tax are already making their 
appearance. Some of the manufac-" 
turers- of products wMch were tax- 
ed by the last legislation now feel 
that a general sales tax would be 
more equitable and_they have be- 
gun—to flood members of congress 
with their literature and petitions. 


Taxation will stand out as the 


most vital issue of the congress 
which meets next month. Some new 
taxes will be necessary to balance 
the-budget as the last tax law did 
not yield enough.

the year had approximately 90 per 
cent of their circulation backed by 
gold.

It 
provided the banks with a reser- 
voir from "which they could re- 
plenish stocks of free gold that 
could-be paid out over the counter. 


National banks also have taken

Before this amendment only cer-

fore congress, Lloyd K- Garrison, 
new dean of the University of Wis- 
consin Law school and co-author of 
the" bill, and Albert K. Stebbins, 
Milwaukee, attorney, engaged in a 
lively debate ^at a meeting of the 
Milwaukee Bar association 
last 
night. 


Dean Garrison, who was appoint- 


ed-by -President Hoover to study the 
bankruptcy law which has been in 
effect since 1898 and recommend re- 
visions, spoke of abuses now occur- 
ring under the old law and criti- 
cized some of those who appeared 
in Washington in opposition to the 
new. bill. 


"There are fhree main objectives 


of the bill pending before cbngress," 
he said. "The first is to encourage 
the honest, struggling debtors to 
make settlements, to reorganize and 
amortize their debts without being 
branded bankrupt, and to provide 
new methods of procedure designed 
to assist "them in working out their 
difficulties. 


"The second is to make it harder 


for the unscrupulous debtor to ob- 
tain a discharge from Ms debts and 
to insure his^ thorough examination 
by officials of the government. 


"The third is to simplify the pro- 


cedure, expedite the machinery of 
administration and reduce expen- 
ses."

It should st-nd in the view 
of every American lawyer as a 
thing of anathema. 


"As a legalistic act, it changes the 


entire scheme of benkruptcy ad- 
ministration, removes from the vigi- 
lant and independent trustees, law- 
yers and creditors, the control of 
administrative policies, vesting that 
power in official trustees and ex- 
aminers in a manner which reduces 
our experienced referees to a gioup 
of glorified office boys and our dis- 
trict judges to wielders of a rubber 
stamp. 


"As a political act "* constitutes 


an encroachment of the executive 
upon the judicial branch of the 
government, creates an elaborate 
and expensive bureau, conducted by 
a horde of bureaucrats, analogous 
to the repudiated enforcement offi- 
cers of the Volstead act. 


"As a regulatory act it 
opens 


avenues hitherto unknown leading 
to official corruption and graft, it in- 
jects into a field only too often fill- 
ed with impenitent tusiness adven- 
turers, a standing invitation for ad- 
ministrative 
collusion practically 


unknown under the act of 1898."

in Paris, the debts arising out of th 
war were regulated by the Youn 
Plan and by the funding agree 
ments. In legal theory the German 
payments_ under the Young Plan 
were entirely unrelated to the A] 
lied payments under the debt set 
tlements- They even had differen 
names. One was called reparation 
and the other was called war debts 
In fact, 58.8 per cent of German 
reparations was ultimately paid t 
the United States, 23.8 per cent t' 
France, 48 to Britain, 2.3 to Italj 
and 103 to the smaller nations. I: 
fact, rlso, the United States ha' 
lent to Germany 55.2 per cent of he 
long term debt and 37.1 per cent o 
her short term debt. 
Thus the 


United States had been operating a 
kind of revolving fund in which 
private American money flow.ed t 
Germany, was paid to the European 
creditors as' reparations 
and b; 


them returned to the United State 
as debt payments. This fantastl 
system broke down in the spring o 
1931 when no more private money 
was forthcoming to make the rep 
aration and debt machine work.

The breakdown of the system 


compelled President Hoover to pro 
pose the moratorium. The legal pre 
tense that there was no connection 
between reparations and debts, wa 
thrown overboard. Mr. Hoover no 
only chose to tell the European 
powers that they must scrap 
procedure of the Young Plan, but 
he went further and scrambled all 
debts and all reparations together 
in one transaction under the single 
name of "intergovernmental debts.' 
By tMs action which, of course, hac 
virtually unanimous approval o: 
this country at the time, it became 
forever impossible to unscramble 
the business again, and pretend tliat 
German reparations and each deb 
agreement 
vith 
America were 


wholly separate matters.

Some attempt was m^de to un- 


scramble the business. The French 
government insisted that the Young 
Plan be preserved, and in the Hoo- 
ver-Laval conversations a year ago 
the Administration assented to the 
idea. But the French did not really 
wish to unscramble the business 
In fact, they did not know just what 
they wanted and neither did the 
Administration. But finally it was 
understood that the European cred- 
itor of Germany would settle rep- 
arations and than then we would 
discuss the debts. But the whole 
proceeding was so woolly that no- 
body really knew what the tuider- 
standing was, with the result that 
the-French and British interpreted 
the position one way and the Ad- 
ministration, it appears, in another 


In any event, the one controlling 


idea of the Administration was to 
postpone the question. It waited till 
the last possible moment to obtain 
ratification of the moratorium, anc 
that done, it took advantage of the 
convenient fact that no payment 
was due until after election to post- 
pone all consideration of what to 
do next. In this policy of postpone- 
ment the Democra ic leaders have 
full responsibility. They too felt 
that no reasonable policy was pos- 
sible till public men had ceased to 
be candidates. All things consider- 
ed the largest good was probably 
served by not throwing the ques- 
tion into the campaign. 


But in the meantime, the Euro- 


pean powers, acting-on then- belief 
that debt negotiations would fol- 
low a reparation settlement at Lau- 
sanne which will, when it is rati- 
fied, be a final settlement of -that 
question. 


We are justified, therefore, in 


saying that the debt problem in its 
present form has never been con- 
sidered 
by the American people. 


The old debt regime collapsed un- 
der the impact of the depression 
and its central principle was swept 
a~side by the President's interven- 
tion in June, 1931. The establish- 
ment of a new debt regime was 
promised by implication in the 
Hoover-Laval 
conversations, and 


was actually created in part by the 
Lausanne Conference. As legal in- 
struments 'the old debt contracts 
still exist, but as enconomic and 
political realties their status has 
been radically altered by Mstoric 
events. 


To grasp the nature of the pres- 


ent problem, with its profound and 
intricate bearing upon prices, credit, 
confidence, peace and recovery, the 
American people must have time. 
They have to wash out of their 
minds the effects of the 
recent 


campaign, and they must not be 
stampeded in a matter which is of 
supreme importance to them. A 
way must be found to avoid a 
forced decision by December 15 so 
that the voices of reason, which are 
never the loudest at the beginning 
of a debate, may have a chance to 
be heard.

in the northern sector beginning 
Nov. 21. 


Not because of what I think as to 


the. propriety of allowing them to 
be killed in November, nor of what 
you think, but as a matter of infor- 
mation let me explain why the law 
was set back to Dec. 1 a lew years 
ago..This was done solely for the 
reason1 that does and fawns were 
aeing shot and brought out of the 
woods" in such counties as Vila?, 
Oneida, Langlade and others, 
in

son opened in November. 


.This' was possible because of the 


absence of snow in that month in 
most years. In the northern coun- 
:ies an intricate network of trails 
lead in all directions through the 
wooded districts. It was obviously 
mpossible to have enough wardens 
in the deer country to watch all of 
these roads. As a result it was com- 
paratively easy for poachers to 
shoot does and fawns with impunity 
and then bring them out in their 
cars to main highways where, from 
that.point on, they had little to fear 
in the way of apprehension. 


' Y.'ith the law 
opening Dec. 1, 


however,' it was a different propo- 
sition. As a rule, by that time, there 
is enough snow in the woods to 
make'-it practically impossible to 
operate an automobile. 


I am not writing this article in 


any sense of criticism of the change 
in the opening date from December 
1 to the 21 of November. Nor am. I 
saying what effect I think such a 
move will have on the supply of 
deer.- That is a matter which will be

One of our readers, E. H. C., told 


me -how he found a cure for toe 
itch, ringworm, tricophytosis, epi- 
dermophytogis, fqot" itch, athlete's 
foot or what hag every body that 
patronizes public baths, gymna- 
giurag or swimming pools. He de- 
clares "he heated water to 124 de- 
grees F,, measure 'by an accurate 
thermometer, and soaked his feet in 
jt for 20 minutes— and presto! the 
disease was ended. 1 -believe that 
if one can endure a footbath or toe 
bath considerably cooler than that, 
say at 112 degrges F., for 15 min- 
utes, that would be- sufficient heat 
to destroy the fungus or% parasite 
which causes this widely prevalent 
disease. But, wow, 112 degrees is 
plenty hot. I hate to call 3 gen- 
tleman any other name than his 
surname, but I'm bound to tell J3. 
H, C. I must see a man put his toes 
in. water' as hot as that before I 
can believe it. The modern Marco 
Polo goes -on to explain that one 
must keep the .tees spread apart 
and move the foot up- and down in 
the water. He" concedes that "you 
will think you are being burned, 
but you are not. I have deter- 
mined that the flesh will stand up 
to 126 degrees JC. without injury," 
And right here I have determined 
that' we had better bring' an. end 
to the -tale of E, H. C. He'll be 
getting us. in hot water- if we let 
him SO on.' 
\ In. losing hot baths for the pur- 
pose of producing fever, in the 
treatment of yariou? illnesses, phy- 
sicians experienced in such meth- 
ods generally start the bath at a 
temperature of 105 and after the 
patient has been placed in the bath 
the temperature of ihe water is 
gradually brought UP to 110, pro- 
vided the patient shows no un- 
towwd reaction. It is a rather 
heroic method and the physician 
must personally attend and super- 
vise the &djnini§1a'ation of the bath- 
at least the first tune "or two. Phy- 
sical therapy assistants may " ad- 
minister the baths after the patient 
has become • accustomed. 


As a rule the temperature of 110 


degrees F-, js maintained for an 
hour, more or less, or until the pa- 
tient's body temperature rises to a 
point within 1£ degrees of the fever 
bath water temperature is agam 
gradually reduced untit it js the 
same -as the patient's body temper- 
ature, The fever may be main- 
tained for another hour, if desired, 
by dropping the patient in Wan* 
kets uad~ placing hot water bottles 
in the bed, Any liquids given the 
patient during or immediately fol- 
lowing the bath must be hot.

The United States of America is 


serving as the "hero" of the mod- 
ern novel more and more frequent- 
ly, these days. John Dos Passes 
showed how it could be done by 
writing books in which the nation 
i^elf was, so to speak, the central 
character ztcound which the plot 
evolved; and now Leane Zugsmith 
in "Never Enough," has done the 
same thing.

ses' success; for "Never" Enough" 
is a remarkably strong book, as 
human and as absorbing as your 
daily paper, filled with some of the 
most vl.vid characters that have 
appeared in American fiction in 
many a day.

'Some of the big concerns who 


lumbered on a large scale were Mi- 
hills, and Hunter both of Fond du 
Lac; Weed, Mead and Rlpley; Moore 
and 
Gallaway; Painef 
Morgan 


brothers; and Buckstaff brothers ol 
^Oshkosh and Hiram 
Webster of 


Omro. These men, with large num- 
bers of smaller local concerns, made 
an output of from 50 to 75 million 
feet per year. The streams north 
that floated logs down to the Wolf 
river were the Little Wolf, 
south 


branch of Little Wolf, Whitcome 
Creek, South Fork and North Fork 
of Little Wolf, Embarrass River, 
Maple Creek and Pigeon Creek. 
Many million feet were banked and 
floated out of the Waupaca river, 
Partridge Crop lake and Partridge 
lake. 


The Bay, a projection from the 


east shore of Lake Poygan, contain- 
ed several hundred acres, used for 
booming logs. Called "Bay Boom," 
it held ISChOOO.OOQ feet of logs. 


The logs of both small and large 


lumbermen were floated down the 
river together and were sorted by 
the owner's log mark, at the "Bay 
Boom." 


Oshkosh was the largest log mar- 


ket but some were sold at Omro, 
Winneconne and Fond du Lac. 


Many trees cut in the township of 


Royalton scaled two to three thou- 
sand feet of lumber. A tree on the 
farm 
of George Ritchie, John 


Ritchie's father, cut 4,000 feet. 


Some of the tallest trees here 


were 150 feet high with a diameter 
of four to five feet at the stump. 


Oxen were used almost entirely 


in lumbering in those days. 


The average wages paid at that 


time to choppers, swampers, ox 
teamsters and cooks averaged about 
.$25 a month. 


The lumber camps then, like the 


homes of that day had few comforts 
and no luxuries. 


While both Ritchie and Wilcox 


did various kinds of work in lum- 
ber camps and on the river, Wilcox 
was an expert chopper and Ritchie 
a proficient cook. 


After many years of lumbering 


both Ritchie and Wilcox took up 
carpenter work, then farming. Mr. 
Wilcox continued to live on his 
farm in Royalton while Mr. Ritchie 
some years ago sold his farm and 
moved to Manawa. 


Mr. Wilcox married Miss Henriet- 


ta Fraiser while he was still en- 
gaged in lumbering and his wife 
cooked in the woods for several 
winters. 


Mrs. Ritchie was Miss Mary Mai- 


lory, a teacher in the public schools 
of Waupaca-co.
